General Chang ridiculed the Japan- 
ese claim that over 80 Chinese planes 
had been shot down and destroyed by 
Japanese bombers since the opening 
of hostilities in Shanghal. 

The Chinese General, who js direct- 
ing the operations at Shanghal, 
Ireiterated his pledge: to give pro- 
tection to foreign lives and property 
in Shanghal.

If he hits hls head against the gar- 
den roller [t may mean only a bruise 
which lasts a few hours. On the 
other hand, it may involve several 
weeks in bed “with concussion. 

How are you to tell the difference? 
The child himself will usdaily give 
the clue, A boy who has hurt him- 
self lets everyone know it by his 
prodigious cries. If, hawever, the 
matter is slight he will be laughing 
a few moments Iater. It 1s time to 
worry when he comes Jn quietly, sits 
alone In a corner and declares that 
“he doesn't feel like playing any 
more.” In such coses It is a wise 
plan to take him to a doctor imme- 
diately and find out whether any- 
thing is wrong.

JURY SYSTEM FAILS 
IN INDIA 


UNWILLINGNESS TO 
CONVICT 


“QUITE UNSUITABLE 
TO MENTALITY 


Calcutta, July 29. 

The comparative failure of the 
Jury system in India-was com- 
mented by the acting Chief 
Justice, Sir L. W. J. Costello, of 
the Calcutta High Court, when 
he referred to the unwillingness 
of Juries to return a verdict of 
guilty in murder cases in India, 

Ina case in which Shaitt Gaffur 
was charged with murdering his wife, 
the Jury unanimously found the 
accused not gullty, but the sessions 
judge was of opinion that this verdict 
was perverse and manifestly wrong. 

in dellverlng judgment, his lord- 
ship observed that the View taken 
by the Judge was correct. 

This, hfs lordship continued, was 
one of those instances which un- 
fortunately occurred only too fre- 
quently In India of Juries declining, 
or at any rate, belng unwilling to 
conform to the caths which they had 
taken to do thelr duty to the com- 
munity and the country. The 
question would arise whether the 
whole Jury system was not totally 
unsullable to the mentality of the 
Dersons who were Hkely to be 
Jurors In India, or whether some 
other system ought not to be put 
{nto operation in cases of. persons 
charged with serious offences. 

Hig lordship added that .the pro- 
secution established thelr case beyond 
all possible doubt, and the Jury 
ought to “have found the accused 
guilty,

It 
ls Interesting: to nole that the fucl 
for the preparation of this meal is 
the shavings Jeft in the manufacture 
of coffins. So important, however, 
fs the cooking of this special menu 
of rice that the mourning family 
deem it incumbent to bring homer 
two baskets of these shavings, which 
bear the name of kwoon-ts‘ol-ch'aat 
or “coMn kindling,” 


During the period of mourning, 
two white lanterns with inscriptions 
in blue ideographs are huny outside 
the house, and upon the completion 
of the 49 day period are taken down 
and burnt.

Manchukuo’s 
Contribution 


- ‘(py HENRY Woop) 


San Francisco, Cal. 

The soya bean and a perfected 
vaccine for the bubonic plague 
promise to be: Manchuria’s two 
grentest contributions to civiliza- 
tion for the time being, according 
to Dr. Kikuo Karauchi, one of 
the Japanese scicntists most res- 
ponsible for the devclopment of 
the latter. 


When the vaccine has been brought 
to perfection, Dr. Karauchi declares, 
it will in the end be the South Man- 
churlan Railway that was respon- 
sible for both. “It .vas largely for 
getting the. Manchurlan crop of soya 
beans to the outside world that the 
South Manchurian Roallway was 
built, he states, and it was the same 
railway that installed first at Duiren, 
ten years ago, the laboratories that 
to-day ure steadily solving the prob- 
lem of the bubonic plague—the 
greatest scourge of Asia, . 


Dr. Karauchi is now In the United 
States ‘for the purpose of checking 
up on his antl-bubonic serum with 
various laboratorics such as those at 
the university of California and 
Harvard, and also of applying It In 
the western part of the United States 
where for a number of years past, 
squirrels and other rodents are 
known to be affected with the plague, 

The serum of Dr. Karauclti’ and 
his assoclates in the luboratories of 
the South Manchurian Railway has 
alrendy been perfected to such an 
extent that jt has been used on 
100,000 people in Manchuria the’ past 
year, while during the coming year 
it is expected to extend the trent- 
ment to 300,000. > 


Simultaneously, it is being used, he 
states, in Fuklen, which 1s the centre 
of. tre plague for Chinu. Reports on 
the results haye been made to the 
International Health Department of 
the League of Nations. 


While the Hooper foundation of 
the University of California reports 
that a steady increase In rodents In- 
fected with the bubonic plague is 
being found in the western) states, 
it has not as yet been carried to 
human beings. It is hoped that Dr. 
Karauchi's experiment on the sub- 
ject will tend to prevent this, Before 
leaving for the East he conducted 


sexpcriments on the subject at the 


Hooper Foundation here with Dr. 
Karl F. Meyer, America's leading 
authority on ‘the bubonic plague. 


Dr. Karauchi explains that the 
present development of his serum is 
the resulpof ten years of laboratory 
work. The «first stirecess was -the 
production of w substance that pro- 
vided protection not against the 
plague microbe, but ngalnst one: of 
its component parts. 


Under the system as It is now per- 
fected, the plague microbes are 
produced in the laboratory in great 
numbers und then killed so they can 
cause no infectlon. The dead 
microbe is then broken up and from 
the various fractions of the bacteria, 
selections are made that produce an 
immunizing serum. 

In this way a serum wis first 
developed that was utilized for im- 
munizing purposes against certain 
purtions of the bacteria only, Instead 
of the entire bacteria itself. The 
experimental stage passed from that 
of tests on monkeys and other 
animals to tests of human beings. A 
few laboratory workers offered them- 
stives first as “human guinea plys," 
then a few civillan volunteers and 
finally thousands of Muanchurlans 
expressed a willingness | to be 
vaccinated, The results were highly 
satisfactory, 

At the present time the serum has 
been perfected to an extent where

A horse 
was used for injections until it was 
believed that its blood had developed 
u curative serum, The latter was 
used on three patients who were 
apparently dying of the plague. 
One of the three failed to respond to 
the treatment, but the two others 
recovered, The serum, he declares, 
will be used on hundreds of other 
victims during the next few months 
until its eMciency can be established 
or the possibilities of other perfec- 
tlon ascertained, 


Dr. Karauchi is counting very 
much on his consultations with lead- 
ing American scivntists during his 
present American tour to ald in find- 
Ing a final solution for the plague.
